U K Sub-Postmasters at their 
nual conference in Scarborough this 
month, urged restoration of flogging 
(abolished in 1948) as a deterrent to 
crimes of violence. Resolution was 
moved by Mr. Arthur Findly, of Pot- 
ters Bar, Middlesex described 
how he and other sub-postmasters had 
been robbed and beaten by armed 
thugs.
